A generation or more ago every student 
enmc to college for the primary purpose of ac- 
quiring an education. There were few outside in- 
terests to distract his attention, but the situation 
is quite different today. 

On this campus alone, there are more than 
one hundred clubs, societies and athletic fnams, 
all tempting and encouraging the student to take 
part in their activities. 

The situation was recognized as early as 1909 
when Woodrow Wilson, writing in Scribner's 
magnzine, noted that "the side shows arc so num- 
erous, so diverting— so important, if you will- 
that they have swallowed up the circus, and 
those who perform in the main tent must often 
whistle for their audiences, discouraged and 
humiliated." But the "side shows" were relative- 
ly few in Wilson's day compared with the num- 
ber at present. 

Many educators choose to attribute the in- 
crease in the number of extra-curricular activ- 
ities largely to the trend of mass education. They 
point out that these activities have multiplied 
as an increasing number of persons h five enrolled 
in educntionnl institutions who arc not primar- 
ily interested in learning. The need for an outlet 
for the energies of these people has been found in 
athletics, fraternities, social amusements, stu- 
dent politics and numerous other "energy-con- 
suming agencies." 

In many ways, this claim is justified. It is 
reasonable, and does apply. But there is the sug- 
gestion that this situation is undesircable and 
operates to the disadvantage of the university 
and its students. 

To this suggestion, we would take strong ob- 
jection. It is true that there are extreme cases

where the student does not budget his time in 
such a way as to get the most out of his college 
experiences; he dissipates his energies and ne- 
glects the necessary preparation for classroom 
instruction. But this is not the normal case. 

Most of the extra-curricular activities have 
educational value. They help the student to find 
himself, to measure his ability, and to co-ordin- 
ate his efforts. Much of the leadership that ap- 
pears in the social and political life of the Do- 
minion had its origin in some of these organiza- 
tions. 

Tonight campus clubs and societies will "put 
on their best bib and tucker" and put themselves 
on display for the freshman class. The organiza- 
tions will, in a sense, display their wares, and in- 
dicate what they offer, what they do, how they 
do it, and the pnrt their members can play in the 
function of the group. 

It is a responsibility of campus citizenship to 
acquaint oneself with the work of these organi 
zalions, and, if time permits, to take part, active 
ly, in at least one activity. Every freshman 
should then make it his business to drop in to 
night. 

However, we must recognize that to some 
extra-curricular activities have proven incomp- 
atible to sound learning. Wc all know of some 
student who appears to have come to college this 
session just to play bridge, to take an example, 
or to take part in the activities of the such-and- 
such organization. 

Such a student best fulfills his responsibility 
to himself and his alma mater by steering clear 
of executive positions and active participation 
in extra-curricular activity. It is for each of us 
to decide for himself. It is important that every 
student endeavor to accurately gauge his capaci- 
ties, p, Ç. 



I wish I had a long experience 
of reviewing behind me, for then, 
perhaps.

Its inner an- 
guishes may not be comprehended. 
Still It tells the story — and such 
a story! To the modern, no less 
than to the Elizabethan, Its action 
remains the first of Its excitements. 
The Ph.D's move In only when 
the playgoers have moved out. 
These words, I think, provide the 
criterion for judgment of this pro- 
duction, for Olivier himself has 
said that "he approached the film- 
ing of this classic In the way he 
believed Shakespeare would have 
done It had he been a scenarist 
Instead of a Tudor playwright." 

NO COMPARISONS 
Therefore I must cast from my 
mind all thoughts of T. S. Eliot, all 
memory of the sensitive and thril 



against me; and Horatio's summa- 



tion of grief in Now cracks a nnblc 
heart. — Goodnight sweet prince: 
And flights of angels sing thee to 

thy rest: all passages which Alan 
Dent saw fit to excise. I must put 
on the guise of one experiencing 
Hamlet for the first time. 

GOOD IN BEDROOM 

Because Hamlet has come to 
represent a vehicle in the English- 
speaking theatre whereby the true 
ability stands or falls, I shall begin 
by commenting upon Olivicr's per- 
formance. Although excellent it is 
less than inspired, and I found the 
director Olivier aiding the actor 
Olivier in several difficult scenes. 
For example we did not sec the 
tortured countenance of Hamlet in 
the terrible accusation "A bloody 
deed! almost as bad dear mother, 
As kill a king and marry with his 
brother.", for his back was towards 
us. Granted the Queen is the focal 
point of our attention, will she or 
will she not reveal her complicity 
in the plot, but should we not also 
expect to see the agony of Hamlet? 
Is this too much to ask of an 
actor? I think not when I recall the 
performance of Sir Ralph Richard- 
son when as Peer Gynt he discovers 
that Asc is dead; a rare and won- 
derful moment in theatrical exper 
iencc. Sir Laurence is at his finest, 
I think, wearing his antic dlsposl 
tion. during a moment of the bed- 
room scene. "How Is It with you 
lady?, and in the Alas poor Yorick 
scene — "I knew him. Horatio" con- 
tained an exquisite pathos, and 
represented for me the consum- 
mation of his performance.

McGill has set up a new, McGill 
School of Commerce Industrial de- 
lations Centre, designed to "pro- 
vide services to the commercial and 
industrial community and stimu- 
late and enrich the work of tho.-e 
faculty members whne interests 
lie in the industrial relations field." 

Dr. T. Cyril James, principal and 
vice-chancellor of McGill, announc- 
ed the creation of the Industrial 
Relations Centre following a meet- 1 
ing of the Board of Governors and I standin 
H. D. Woods, director of the School 
of Commerce, associate professor of 
Industrial Relations and director of 
the new centre, said that its pur- 
pose was. Mo brins the industrial 
community and its human relations 
problems into direct contact with 
the university and the facilities it 
has. and is developing, for the 
study and understanding of these 
problems." 

Mr. Woods emphasized also that 
"at the earliest possible moment" 
a Labor Division, designed to pro- 
vide similar services for organized 
labor groups, will be formed. 

Faculties and department.-, of the 
university which arc concerned 
with industrial relations problems 
include psychology, psychiatry, 
sociology, law. engineering, eco- 
nomics, political science and com- 
merce. Mr. Woods pointed out and 
representatives of each of the.-e 
branches of the university will 
nerve on the faculty advisory coun- 
cil of the centre.

Professor R. D. Maclcnnan, chair- 
man of the department of philo- 
sophy, describes Professor Calogc- 
ro as a "scholar and teacher of 
highest distinction whose presence 
at McGill will benefit not only the 
department of philosophy but the 
humanities in general, especially 
the study of Italian civilization." 

Professor Calogcro, who speaks 
excellent English, is 43 years of

Students Highly Overloaded

(Men and Women)

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McGill University, whose Board 
of Governors pioneered in the pro- 
vision of quarter* lor married 
students, cannot keep pace with the 
'demand for such accommodation. 

This was disclosed in a recent 
round-up of the various centres of 
accommodation which the university 
maintains at Dawson College, 
Macdonald College, and the Peter- 
son Residences at Lachine. All arc 
filled with long waiting lists at the 
former two. 

Macdonald College can provide 
accommodation for 60 married 
students, forty of whom are students 
at Macdonuld and the balance com- 
mute to McGill. 
j Dawson College nearly doubled 
its accommodation for married 
students. A total of 98 couples were 
accommodated last year, and pro 
vision has been made for an addi- 
tional 90. 

Many With Children 
Peterson Residences handles 180 
couples, many of whom have chil- 
dren. There arc two or three fain 
ilics with three children each. The 
total population is 500. All three 
centres make provision for childcn 
The birthrate is much higher than 
the average for Canada. 



The Board of Governors has al- 
ready greatly increased accommo- 
dation for single students in recent 
years. Two new units will go into 
operation this session. The J. K. L. 
Ross Residence for men will accom- 
modate 130 students, and the Don- 
aida House, next to Royal Victoria 
College, is planned for an addi- 
tional -10 coeds. 

Men students arc also acommo- 
dated at Douglas Hall, where pro- 
vision is made for 147, and at Wil- 
son Hall, which can hold 70. 
Women students have their head- 
quarters in Royal Victoria College 
which can provide for 13ft. Strath- 
cona Hall which can hold 71 and 
at McLennan House which pro- 
vides for 28. 

Appeal Made to Citizens 
The university has obtained the 
volunteer-services of members of 
the Women Associates of McGill 
and the McGill Alumnae Society to 
operate the McGill Rooms' Regis- 
try for a period of five weeks. The
